Tinned fruit lssometimes used, 
harmonising but different {rults, 
preferably fresh or half thawod 
dozen, frult, with 1/3 the amount 
ot fruit Juice. | Often this is 
white grape juice, orange julce, 
ginger ale or grenadine; some- 
thnes It Is bottled passion fruit 
or papaya julce for exotic 
flavour. 

Tinned frult js sometimes used 
in which case thera ls added o 
littfe fresh or frozen lemon oF 
lime juice to cut the sweetness 
and step up the flavour. 

Fruit cocktails should be 
frosty cold. Because they ore 
used as appetisers thoy should 
never be sweet. Fruit cocktails 
are often’ miscalled frult salads. 
This $s because of incorrect 
lal on the part of some 
tinned fruit processors. 


FRUIT SALADS 


A fruit salad is ent dif- 
ferent from a fruit? cot It 
is o real salad, arranged on crisp 
lettuce, and Lf mot made entiraly 
of fresh drult, it should contain 
comparntively little tinned fruit, 
as it is usually too sweet for 
salad service. 

The salad ts attractively gar- 
nished with strawberries, 
cherrles, blueberries, or other 
colourful fruits, with whole 
nutmeats, or grated fresh coc- 
nut. It ls served for luncheon 
or supper, and sometimes aot 
formal teas, usually with dainty 
finger sandwiches, If used at 
dinner, it serves as the dessert 
course.
